TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of/Lisbon, in the County 
of Grafton, and State of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, 
polls to be openéd at nine o’clock in the forenoon and 
will not be closed before five o’clock in the afternoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1 To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 2 To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and to 
make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 3 Toseeif the town will fix and determine the 
compensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Art. 4 To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and 
special committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


Art. 5 To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6 To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addition 
to what is required by law, and to determine how the 
same shall be divided. 


Art. 7 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to give a discount on all taxes paid on or before 
such time as they may designate. 


Art. 8 To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for cemeteries in the town of Lis- 
bon. 


Art. 9 To see how much the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Pine Blister Rust control. 


Art. 10 Toseeif the town will vote to light the streets 
of Lisbon Village District all night during the entire year; 
Sugar Hill from the dwelling of H. Jay Field to Hotel 
Lookoff, from the Baptist Church through Lovers’ Lane 
to the Franconia line, from the former location of the 
Goodnow school house to the Homestead, and from the 
Lisbon and Franconia town line to the dwelling of Art- 
hur Hunt; Sugar Hill and vicinity to be lighted the entire 
year until midnight, and from 5a. m. until daylight, ex- 
cepting the lights from the Homestead to the Hotel Look- 
off for six months of the year; all the above premises to 
be lighted with electricity; and to raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 11 To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing Asso- 
ciation. 


Art. 12 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $100 for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day. 


Art. 18 To see if the town will vote to accept State 
Aid Construction and raise and appropraite the sum of 
$3,120.00 for the same. 


Art. 14 To see if the town will vote to plow the town 
roads, and if so to raise and appropriate the necessay 
money for same. 


Art. 15 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oil such roads in the town as are already 
oiled, and toraise and appropriate the necessasy money 
for the same. 


Art. 16 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for a welcome home day 
celebration for the men and women of World War II, to 
be held in Lisbon some time next summer. 


_ Art.17 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200.00 to the White Mountain Re- 
gion Association for the purpose of advertising the town 
of Lisbon. 


Art. 18 To see how much money the town will raise 
and appropriate for the support of the poor. 


Art. 19 To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for Old Age Assistance, and to appropriate the nec- 
essary money for the same. 


Art. 20 Toseeif the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to apply on General Expenses 
of Highway Department, not included in Art. 5. 


Art. 21 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums of money as they deem 
necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 22 To see if the town will vote to construct and 
equip a memorial junior-senior high school building with 
auditorium-gymnasiun and acquire any necessary prop- 

erty therefor. 


Art. 23 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
moderator to appoint a building committee to carry out 
the provisions of the preceding article, if voted. 


Art. 24 To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to repair the town hall for the 
purpose of basketball and other use by the High school. 


Art. 25 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $800.00 to replace one small bridge 
and two culverts on Lovers’ Lane road. 


Art. 26 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate additional money for Streeter District bridge. 


Art. 27 To see if the town will vote to adopt the non- — 
partisan ballot system in accordance with Chapter 22 of — 
the Session Laws of 1943 and amendments thereto. 


Art. 28 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be divided between the 
Littleton Hospital and the Woodsville Hospital. 


Art. 29 To transact any other business that may leg- 
ally come before the meeting.

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Headmaster’s Report of Lisbon High School 
1945 - 46 


The Lisbon High School Register for the year 1944-45 
showed a total of 111 pupils; 35 were carried on the Jun- 
ior High School Register. One hundred were shown to 
be attending High School for the year 1945-46; 42 were 
carried in the Junior High School. 

Seventeen were graduated in June, 1945. Of that num- 
ber three are pursuing post-secondary education at 
higher institutions of learning (two at Plymouth, and 
one at Keene). Five are in the armed service; two are 
married; the remainder are serving locally in various 
positions. 

The faculty has changed somewhat from last year. 
Mrs. Elese Tarris of White River Junction is teaching 
Seventh and Eighth Grade subjects. Mrs. Mary Main 
(nee Dearborn) taught the social sciences to Thanks- 
giving recess and Mr. Munro Grandy of Lebanon is now 
teaching her classes. Miss Mary Fitzgerald of Chicopee, 
Mass., is now teaching in the English department. Miss 
Eunice Hawkins has also been added as a member of the 
faculty, teaching all of the high school French. Older 
faculty members include: Mr. Olin Swett, submaster, 
teacher of math and shop; Mrs. Marjorie Peterson 
(Martin), the commercial department; Mrs. Emma Swett, 
the home economics department; and Headmaster Eben 
B. Hutton, economics, civics and seventh grade English. 

Two new courses have been introduced this year: 
French III is now available to all students, as is a course 
in general science. The latter will be compulsory for 
freshmen in 1946-47 and biology or physical geography 
will be compulsory for all sophomores. The physical 
equipment of most departments has been substantially 
increased. The visual aids department now boasts a total 
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of 73 film strips as a permanent library. The movie pro- 
jector is used regularly by the various high school de- 
partments. New typewriters have been ordered and will 
replace older machines as soon as it is possible to obtain 
their release. Miss Hawkins has been doing a grand 
piece of work in establishing a sound basis for the de- 
velopment of a real school library. 


The penny milk program was again resumed. Diffi- 
culty has been encountered in receiving physical ma- 
terial for the supply of milk to the school. Federal aid 
has again been acquired and the assistance of the school 
board has made milk available to all elementary child- 
ren. 


As a health measure the school sponsored the the giv- 
ing of the Patch test. The services of Dr. Eaton, with 
Miss Clough’s assistance, were secured. This step was 
but a natural one in the general nationwide effort to 
stamp out tuberculosis. A very fine spirit of cooperation 
was evidenced and the canvass of the school and com- 
munity was declared successful by those in charge. The 
school recognizes that health education is a necersary 
factor and is making an effort to do what it can 
do — reasonably. 


‘Interscholastic activities have been maintained. Last 
year’s basketball teams were coached by Miss Beverley 
Moffet and Mr. Hutton. This year’s teams are coached 
by Miss Dorothy Merrill and Mr. Grandy. Mr. Swett had 
charge of the boys’ baseball team last spring and Mr. 
Hutton conducted an interschool softball league for 
girls. 


The ‘‘Echo’’, the school paper, has been issued four 
times annually. The school paper has done much to carry 
favorable impressions of Lisbon to many corners of the 
State of New Hampshire and sundry points of New Eng- 
land. There are 87 advertisers and 15 schools exchang- 
ing publications with this school. The community has 
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reason to be proud of this publication which so gracious- 
ly introduces Lisbon wherever it goes. Many very favor- 
able comments from outside have been received. The 
‘‘ad’’ department this year has done a superlative jobin 
presenting Lisbon’s business concerns. 


Two new ventures have been tried during the past 
year —both under the general supervision of the home 
economics department and Mrs. Emma Swett. A style 
show was conducted last spring at the school and was 
open to the public. A hobby show was conducted at the 
school in December and was largely open to the high 
school and elementary school pupils. Each was a distinct 
success. Such affairs afford an opportunity to visit school. 
You not only see an interesting program, but have the 
opportunity to visit our regular classes. 


The music interest is continuing at a very high level. 
Especially strong assembly programs have been con- 
ducted for stimulation of music interest. Mr. Lawrence 
Danforth has created an intense interest interest in his 
drum corps and band groups. The Drum Corps did not 
march on Memorial Day because of rain but was ready. 
The Corps did go to Littleton for a football game; it 
played for the victory bond rally in December. Plans are 
being made to have Lisbon represented at the Newport 
State audition in the spring. The school hopes to procure 
more drums and bugles. All expenses of the corps are 
borne by the high school proper, Mr. Danforth’s remun- 
eration excepted. No public school money has been al- 
located to this department, and the expenses —about 
$120— have been underwritten by the school itself. 

Mrs. Doris Buswell has been with us again this year. 
The school has been extremely fortunate to have the ser- 
vices of an accredited music supervisor. Efforts have 
been expended toward the creation of more active part- 
icipation in choral singing by the boys. An operetta will 
be given in early spring. Mrs. Buswell has been appoint- 
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ed manager for the fourth consecutive year of the all- 
state chorus for the annual music festival. She is taking 
students from LHS to participate. She is also assisting 
at the New England festival at New Britain, Conn. The 
singing of the glee club at the senior play was well re- 
ceived by music lovers of the town. 


The Entre Nous parties continue with excellent deport- 
ment and success. The Student Council has been meeting 
regularly and has made positive suggestions for better 
relationships. The senior play this year was ably coached 
by Miss Mary Fitzgerald. “‘Jane Eyre’’ was favorably 
received by many. A serious play and a lighter comedy 
should be the pattern to be followed by amateur thes- 
pians. The commercial department has continued with 
the conducting of war and liberty bond drives. The town 
again has just cause to be proud of its future citizens, 
who have bought $14,135.80 of stamps and bonds for 
safeguarding democracy and democratic principle. The 
Minuteman Flag has been flown daily beneath Old Glory 
from the early days of the war —indicative of Lisbon’s 
90 per cent or better participation in monthly purchases. 
Class rings have again been ordered from the Balfour 
Company. The annual school picnic was held at Ogontz. 
The poppy poster program was conducted again last 
spring. 


Lisbon High school still needs a shop program for boys. 
The school is abreast of the modern educational trends. 
Gradual changes instituted during the past few years 
reveal a program has been developed which closely con- 
forms to the recent much-publicized revisions desired 
among secondary schools. Electives for boys could im- 
measurably be bolstered through the institution of a 
four-year shop course, which would make available the 
now generally accepted pattern of education. Improve- 
ment in divisional groupings could also be made in the 
seventh and eighth grades. The matter is being given 
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consideration and it is hoped that material progress will 
be noted here before another year has passed. 


The education for future citizenship is the responsibil- 
ity of the entire community. The school is bending every 
effort to do all that it can. The active interest on the 
part of Lisbon’s citizenry will materially aid in this 
work. The weekly publicity in the ““Courier’’ is intended 
to keep the public informed of school activities. This re- 
port is intended to give the general over-all pattern of 
the educational program. 


In closing this, my second report of Lisbon High 
school, may I again thank all who have in any way 
helped to promote the program for Lisbon youth. Your 
active interest makes possible the realization of the de- 
signated function of the school proper.

RICHARDSON MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Sugar Hill, N. H. 


To The Board of Trustees: 


During the year 1945 the Richardson Memorial Library 
had an attendance of 1190 and circulated 1300 books and 61 
magazines. Our attendance, of course, is greatly helped during 
the summer months because of the guests from the hotels, 
summer residents and those employed at the hotels, the latter 
using the library quite extensively. 

There were approximately 200 books added this past year 
not counting those donated. The new books include juveniles, 
religious, non-fiction and fiction. We also added a new refer- 
ence set, The American Educator, which has been on loan to 
the Sugar Hill school since September and will be returned to 
the library at the close of the school year. 

A suggestion made by Mrs. Homer Aldrich last summer 
that I try a short reading period at the library every two weeks 
for the first and second grade pupils was adopted commenc- 
ing with September, and I am happy to report has been quite 
successful. I would also like to mention that due to the efforts 
of the teachers at Sugar Hill school the children of the com- 
munity have become considerably more interested in reading 
and are using their library to a greater extent. The upper grade 
room designed posters for Book Week and prizes were award- 
ed for the three most outstanding posters.
